COUNTRY  PREACHERS 
PAYtOR  THE  PRIVILEGE 

By  J.  N.  Barnette 

It  costs  the  average  country 
preacher  from  325  to  350  a  month 
to  serve  a  quarter-time  church  if  he 
really  does  what  is  needed.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  latest  Southern  Baptist 
Handbook  preachers  of  churches  with 
fourth-time  preaching  are  paid  an 
average  of  330  a  month. 

What  is  expected  of  these  preach¬ 
ers?  Preaching  once  each  month,  per¬ 
sonal  soul-winning,  general  visita¬ 
tion,  funerals,  visits  to  the  sick,  re¬ 
sponse  to  extra  calls,  attendance 
upon  associational  and  state  meet¬ 
ings,  participation  In  pastors’  con¬ 
ferences  prayer  meeting  In  some 
cases  and  at  least  one  revival  meet¬ 
ing  each  year  in  each  church. 

Transportation  will  cost  at  least 
335  a  month;  most  part-time  preach¬ 
ers  must  have  full-time,  secular  posi¬ 
tions  to  be  able  to  serve  these 
churches,  support  a  family,  and  keep 
an  automobile. 

Who  pays  the  expense?  The 
preacher. 

They  must  take  time  off  from  their 
work  for  funerals,  meetings,  and 
other  demands.  A  funeral  may  de¬ 
mand  that  he  leave  his  work,  losing 
35  or  310  and  pay  all  expenses  to 
and  from  the  funezaL

Many,  of  us  know  far  too  little  about 
the  plight  of  thousands  of  our  home¬ 
less  Baptist  brethren  in  Europe.  And 
few  realize  that  whatever  Is  done  for 
them  must  be  done  quickly.  Many 
times  false  hopes  have  been  aroused 
by  Baptist  leaders  from  the  outside 
who  have  visited  them  and  who  have 
encouraged  them  to  believe  that  they 
would  soon  be  helped  out  of  their  dis¬ 
tress.  They  have  been  disillusioned  so 
often  that  many  feel  they  have  no 
friends  anywhere.  It  is  true  that  re¬ 
fugees  are  not  altogether  normal. 
They  have  been,  tom  from  their  homes 
and  most  of  them  have  been  shut  up 
in  camps  for  four  years.  They  have 
little  direct  communication  with  the 
outside  world.  Maybe  they  are  un¬ 
reasonable  In  their  demands.  But 
maybe  we  have  not  done  our  duty.

We  should  arrange  to  have  them 
received  when  they  get  to  other  coun¬ 
tries.  The  International  Refugee  Or¬ 
ganization  will  pay  the  ocean  passage 
for  eligible  displaced  persons  who  can 
find  a  home  outside  Europe.  We  have 
to  pay  the  cost  of  travel  from  the  port 
of  debarkation  to  the  chosen  destina¬ 
tion.  There  is  now  hope  that  many  of 
thPse  unfortunate  people  may  get  to 
new  homes. 

Haste  Needed  Now 
There  are  good  reasons  for  making 
haste.  One  reason  why  we  should 
move  quickly  is  that  many  of  these 
refugees  are  going  to  pieces.  Some  of 
them  win  soon  be  so  weak  that  they 
cannot  pass  the  required  medical  exa¬ 
mination.  And  they  are  having  a  hard 
time  to  keep  up  decent  civilized  stand¬ 
ards.  There  are  not  adequate  school 
facilities  for  the  children.  The  re¬ 
presentatives  of  the  C.  S.  A.  are  work¬ 
ing  among  the  displaced  persons  pass¬ 
ing  on  applicants  for  entry  to  the 
United  States  under  the  new  law. 

Other  Governments  have  their  agents 
in  the  camps  The  lists  will  soon  be 
fail. 

Surely  It  Is  not  too  much  to  ask 
aereral  million  Baptists  to  help  a  few 
thousand  Baptists  escape  the  abnor¬ 
mal  situation  in  which  they  now  find 
themselves.

Baptist  Churches  In 
Slovakia  Reopened 

Authorities  Order  Am.  Aid 
To  Pastors  Discontinued 

PRAGUE  — (RNS) —  Ten  Baptist 
churches  recently  closed  in  Slovakia 
by  order  of  local  authorities  have  been 
reopened,  according  to  a  Baptist  offi¬ 
cial  who  returned  here  from  a  visit 
to  Bratislava. 

Czech  Protestant  bodies.  Including 
the  Lutheran  Church  in  Slovakia,  had 
protested  the  closings. 

According  to  the  Baptist  informant, 
the  churches  were  closed  because  the 
pastors  of  several  of  them  are  Ameri¬ 
can  citizens,  though  on  Slovak  origin, 
and  were  suspected  by  local  police  of 
"spreading  western  propaganda.” 

It  was  said  that  the  churches  were 
permitted  to  reopen  on  condition  that 
American  financial  aid  to  Baptist 
pastors  in  Slovakia  be  discontinued. 

Baptist  leaders  here  declared  that 
churches  of  their  denomination  in 
Bohemia  and  Moravia  have  not  been 
Interfered  with  in  any  way.

Well,  Student  Secretaries  lead 
college  students  to  Join  and  be  an  ac¬ 
tive  member  of  the  local  church;  they 
lead  them  them  In  soul-winning,  Bi¬ 
ble  study,  prayer.  Christian  recrea¬ 
tion;  they  counsel  with  the  students; 
they  are  the  go-between  of  the  faculty 
and  students;  they  are,  in  truth,  the 
"spiritual  coaches"  on  college  cam¬ 
puses;  they  lead  in  adding  the  spiri¬ 
tual  or  Christian  to  the  mental  and 
physical  emphases  of  collage,  and.

Evidence  Disproves  Cloims 

NEW  YORK  CITY,  Ctuirch  groups 
today  were  warned  to  be  on  the  alert 
for  financial  appeals  from  a  Captain 
Lawrence  Aber  of  Guadalajara,  Mex¬ 
ico. 

The  Foreign  Missions  Conference 
of  North  America — the  nation's  larg¬ 
est  Protestant  missions  agency,  com¬ 
prised  of  10®  major  foreign  mission 
boards  and  agencies— revealed  that 
Aber  has  mailed  numerous  appeals 
to  this  country  for  support  of  “mis¬ 
sions  projects'*  In  Mexico.  Investiga¬ 
tions  conducted  by  the  agency  have 
failed  to  uncover  any  of  the  projects. 

Aber's  letters  have  appeared  In  such 
widely  scattered  towns  as  Blsmark, 
N.  D.;  New  York  City;  McAl ester, 
Okla .  and  Seattle,  Wash. 

The  letters  are  written  In  longhand, 
and  are  usually  accompanied  by  a 
crudely  printed  phamplet  describing 
Aber'b  mission  work.  The  communi¬ 
cations  are  generally  addressed  “To 
any  Protestant  church”  in  a  given 
town. 

Over  a  period  of  years.  Aber’s  let¬ 
ters  have  appealed  variously  for  sup¬ 
port  of  a  mission  church,  mission 
school,  a  Bible  -  printing  project, 
money  for  a  boat,  medical  supplies 
and  books. 

A  photostatic  copy  of  a  telegram 
distributed  recently  in  this  country 
asked  for  donations  for  his  wife,  said 
to  be  seriously  ill. 

An  accredited  missionary  who  visited 


Aber  shortly  after  this  announcement 
reported  that  Mrs.  Aber  waa  in  per¬ 
fect  health.  The  missionary  said  that 
Aber  was  “very  nervous,”  and  chain¬ 
smoked  throughout  the  visit.  He  de¬ 
scribed  the  couple  as  living  In  a  com¬ 
fortable  apartment,  and  conducting 
business  from  a  "nice  office.” 

In  the  course  of  correspondence 
with  Li.  Col.  Gearing  of  the  Salva¬ 
tion  Army  In  Mexico.  Aber  said  he 
was  a  graduate  with  a  class  of  Salva¬ 
tion  Army  workers  in  London  in  1899. 
This  would  have  been  st  the  age  of 
14,  If  his  representations  of  his  birth 
as  1885  are  correct. 

In  some  Instances,  Aber  claims  to 
be  a  native  of  Mexico/ ^n  others  a 
British  subject  educated  in  the  United 
States.  He  is  reported  to  have  a  son 
studying  In  this  country. 

,  Reports  made  after  an  Investiga¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  Aber’s  activities  are  “en¬ 
tirely  unfavorable.”  according  to  a 
statement  issued  by  Dr.  Stanley  Ry- 
eroft,  executive  secretary  of  the  For¬ 
eign  Missions  Conference’s  Latin 
America  Committee.  Commenting  fur¬ 
ther,  Dr.  Rycroft  said:  “Persons  de¬ 
sirous  of  making  gifts  to  missionary 
work  should  take  the  precaution  of 
satisfying  themselves  as  to  the  bona- 
fide  character  of  any  appeal,  by 
checking  first  with  their  own  denomi¬ 
national  headquarters.” 

He  concluded  by  pointing  out  that 
many  worth-while  Protestant  mis¬ 
sions  in  South  America  are  in  need 
of  support  by  American  contributors.

SHREVEPORT,  La.  —(BP)—  The 
century- old  organization  ot  Louisiana 
Baptists  reviewed  past  achievements 
and  launched  a  greatly  enlarged  pro¬ 
gram  in  Its  annual  sessions  here.  Part 
of  the  convention  program  was  a 
centennial  celebration  at  ML.  Le¬ 
banon  where  the  group  was  organized 
in  IMS. 

The  convention  adopted  the  larg¬ 
est  budget  In  Its  history  —  $622,000, 
and  It  is  believed  that  designated 
gifts  may  swell  the  total  1949  pro¬ 
gram  beyond  a  million  dollars.  Fol¬ 
lowing  announcement  that  the  1948 
budget  goal  of  $380,000  has  been  ex- 
c reded  .the  Convention  voted  that

TEXAS  BAPTISTS  SEEK 
LOW-POWER  STATIONS 

DALLAS.  Texas— (RN8)— The  Bap¬ 
tist  Oneral  Convention  of  Texas  plan 
to  ask  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission  to  allow  churches  to  ope¬ 
rate  low- power  radio  stations  on  a 
band  now  restricted  to  use  by  educa¬ 
tional  institutiona. 

Dr.  R.  Alton  Reed,  director  of  radio 
activities  for  the  Convention,  said  he 
would  show  the  FCC  that  170  Texas 
Baptist  churches  want  to  operate  low- 
power  frequency  modulation  stations 
for  religious  broadcasts.  Twenty-three 
of  the  churches  are  In  Dallas. 

He  said  the  stations,  costing  not 
more  than  $2,500  each,  would  operate 
with  a  power  of  ten  watts.  They  would 
cover  a  radius  of  only  three  to  five 
miles. 


N.  C.  Baptists  Aik  Stota 
To  Outlaw  Gombling 

CHARLOTTE,  N.  C.  —  (RNS1  —  A 
resolution  asking  the  8 talc  Legislature 
to  outlaw  all  gambling  and  to  author¬ 
ise  a  state-wide  referendum  on  the 
liqiM>r  question  was  adopted  here  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Convention 
recommended  the  establishment  of 
state-operated  clinics  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  alcoholics.  It  also  urged  an 
educational  program  In  the  schools 
to  teach  the  evil  effects  of  alcohol, 
and  enforcement  of  an  existing  law 
requiring  that  temperance  be  taught 
In  the  public  schools.  It  was  recom¬ 
mended  that  Congress  pass  the  Cap¬ 
per  Bill  to  outlaw  Interstate  liquor 
advertising. 


Baptists  To  Investigate 
Give-Away  Radio  Programs 

NEW  YORK  — (RNS) —  Give-away 
radio  program  will  be  Investigated  by 
Northern  Baptist  Convention  agencies, 
according  to  a  resolution  adopted  here 
by  the  denomination’s  Radio  Commit¬ 
tee. 

The  resolution  requested  the  Radio 
Committee  and  the  Council  on  Chris¬ 
tian  Social  Progress  to  make  a  joint 
Inquiry  Into  the  moral  implications 
of  such  programs. 

Besides  lowering  the  standards  of 
radio,  the  resolution  charged,  give¬ 
away  programs  force  high  quality  pro¬ 
grams  off  the  air. 

In  another  resolution,  the  Commit¬ 
tee  requested  the  radio  industry  to 
give  more  attention  on  Sunday  nights 
to  good  music,  creative  educational 
features,  “and  variety  programs  which 
will  help  develop  the  basic  institu¬ 
tions  of  American  life.  Including  that 
of  religion.” 

Commercial  sponsors  were  urged  to 
support  programs  such  as  "The  Great¬ 
est  Story  Ever  ToM”  on  8unday  night.

A  striking  illustration  of  th«  power 
of  Christian  forgiveness  and  love  was 
seen  and  heard  at  the  recent  Foreign 
Missions  Assembly  at  Columbus.  Ohio. 

Dr.  Takua  Matsumoto.  principle  of 
the  Methodist  Girl's  School  in  Hlro- 
shema,  Japan,  was  one  of  six  sur¬ 
vivors  out  of  368  teachers  and  stu¬ 
dents  who  died  when  the  atom  bomb 
from  an  American  plane  obliterated 
that  city. 

When  he  stood  to  speak  he  first 
expressed  his  feeling  of  penitence  be¬ 
cause  the  Chrltsians .  of  Japan  had 
not  been  strong  enough  to  prevent  the 
military  control  of  that  country.  He 
then  thanked  the  American  people 
for  the  food,  clothing  and  money  that 
had  been  sent  to  meet  the  needs  of 
his  suffering  people. 

Through  somewhat  short  In  physi¬ 
cal  stature,  this  humble  Christian 
stood  tall  in  spiritual  stature.

THE  WORLD  COUNCIL 
The  formation  of  the  World  Chum- 
cll  of  Churches  was  the  most  ton- 
spicucus  religious  event  of  the  year.  * 
Formal  organization  of  the  World 
Council  was  accomplished  at  Amster¬ 
dam  on  August  U  A  long  series  of 
inter-church  conferences  lay  behkad 
this  action. 

Of  the  specific  projects  for  union 
between  related  or  congenial 
Churches,  in  the  United  States  and 
elsewhere  some  made  progress  dar¬ 
ing  the  year  and  others  were  checked. 
Large  majorities  in  the  Congregattm- 
al  Christian  Churches  and  in  the 
Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church 
approved  a  merger  of  these  two 
bodies  If,  as  Is  expected,  this  merger 
is  completed  In  1949.  the  resulting 
“United  Church"  will  have  about  L- 
800.000  members. 

The  national  conventions  of  nor¬ 
thern  Baptists  and  Disciples  of  Otid 
received  the  reports  of  progress  made 
by  their  Joint  commission  on  mim, 
but  the  iaunrdiate  unification  of  their 
churches ‘and  agencies  is  not  beimg 
pressed  and  cannot  he  regarded  au 
imminent.  • 

The  Federal  Council  of  Churches, 
at  the  suggestion  of  the  Congregu- 
tiona lists  and  the  Disciples  of  Christ, 
has  called  a  conference  of  all  deno¬ 
minations  which  "recognize  one 
another's  ministries  and  sacrameufr.” 
and  several  have  accepted.  The  Meth¬ 
odists  appointed  a  commission  to 
study  union  with  other  bodies  and 
specifically  authorized  it  to  partici¬ 
pate  In  this  conference.  The  Presby¬ 
terian  Church,  U.  8.  (Southern), 
voted  to  postpone  for  five  years  fur¬ 
ther  consideration  of  union  with  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  8  A. 

Federation  In  Germany 

A  federation  including  a  great  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  Protestants  in  Ger¬ 
many  adopted  a  constitution,  ad  a 
conference  held  at  Eisenach.  JuW 
IS.  and  named  itself  the  Evangrheul 
Church  In  Germany  <  EKID).  It  le  • 
done  bund  of  Lutheran.  Reformed 
(Calvinist)  and  United  churches,  rath- 
er  than  a  merger  into  one  Church,  for 
there  Is  only  a  limited  degree  of  inter¬ 
communion  among  its  constitvdeut 
parts. 

A  feature  of  postwar  Europe** 
Christianity  has  been  the  incrautoug 
prominence  of  "Christian”  poMtonl 
parties,  most  of  which  are  Roman 
Catholic  in  origin  and  leadership.  The 
most  conspicuously  successful  of  these 
is  the  Christian  Democratic  Party  In 
Italy. 

Another  important,  and  perhaps 
ominous,  phenomenon  is  the  closer 
ties  between  churches  and  govern¬ 
ments  in  the  Russian  -  dominated 
countries,  notably  In  Poland.  Czecho¬ 
slovakia.  Hungary  and  Romania.  The 
Soviet  view  is  that  Independent 
churches  dependent  upon  voluntary 
support  by  their  membership  repre¬ 
sent  a  “bourgeois  Ideology.”

LIQUOR  DEVOURS  4.344,646  TONS  OF 
FOOD  STUFFS.  1948  FISCAL  YEAR 

%  Chicago. — With  millions  of  starving, 
war-shattered  persons  appealing  vain¬ 
ly  for  bread,  the  makers  of  alcoholic 
beverages  consumed  3.344.646  tons  of 
grains  and  fruits  and  199.814.390  gal¬ 
lons  of  fruit  Juices  and  extracts  addi¬ 
tional  In  the  making  of  their  narcotis¬ 
ing  intoxicants  In  the  United  States 
alone  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30.  1946.  declared  a  statement 
made  public  by  the  American  Busi¬ 
ness  Men's  Research  Foundation  to¬ 
day. 

Despite  their  protestations,  brewers 
and  distillers  last  year  used  70.943- 
756  pounds,  —  or  1.182.379  bushels.  — 
of  wheat  In  the  making  of  whiskey 
and  beer,  enough  to  have  provided 
1,000.000  starving  persons  with  a 
nutritious  loaf  of  bread  for  36  suc¬ 
cessive  days.  This  however  was  only  a 
small  part  of  the  wholesome  food  stuff 
diverted  Into  liquor  vats.  Just  totaled 
by  the  Foundation  from  the  exhaus¬ 
tive  annual  reports  of  the  Federrl 
Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue. 

During  the  same  time  the  official 
figures  show  the  whiskey  and  beer 
makers  were  consuming  2J00.573.119 
pounds.  —  or  392,959.465  bushels  — 
of  corn. 

An  experienced  cook  estimates  that 
from  this  39.000.000  bushels  something 
like  220.000,000.000  flapjacks  might 
have  been  made,  enough  to  afford  2$,- 
000.000  finished  people  a  heaped -up 


plate  for  1760  breakfasts  (approxi¬ 
mately  4  3-4  years). 

But  these  Items  were  still  only  a 
part  of  the  materials  that  disappear¬ 
ed  In  the  distilleries  and  breweries 
last  year.  No  less  than  3.104.549.166 
pounds,  —or  64.678.107.6  bushels,  —of 
barley  and  barley  malt  products; 
302.281.030  pounds  of  rice;  368.834.066 
pounds  of  rye;  366, 117. 386  pounds  of 
sorghum  and  other  grains,  were  also 
used. 

Besides  this,  no  lees  than  193.275.206 
pounds  of  sugar  and  syrups  and  an 
additional  2.554,550  gallons  of  molasara 
went  Into  brewer’s  and  distiller’s  raw 
material  stock  piles  respectively. 

As  for  the  wine  makers  and  the 
brandy  distillers,  they  diverted  front 
wholesome  fruit  channels  no  less  than 
1.969.966.181  pounds.—  or  964.963  tons. 
—  of  fruits.  Including  grapes,  apples, 
peaches,  prunes,  pears,  apricots,  plums, 
oranges,  grapefruits,  cherries,  straw¬ 
berries.  blackberries,  loganberries,  and 
currants.

RESIGNS  WORK  AT  TANGIPOBOA 


REV.  A.  W.  TALBERT 

Rev.  A.  W.  Talbert  has  accepted 
the  full-time  pastorate  of  Macedonia 
Church,  Lincoln  County,  one  of  the 
largest  rural  churches  In  the  south. 
He  has  served  Macedonia  half-time 
for  the  past  four  years.  Macedonia 
now  has  about  800  members.  During 
the  past  year  43  were  added  on  pro¬ 
fession  of  faith. 

During  this  time  a  two-story  an¬ 
nex  waS  built  with  a  kitchen  and  a 
dining  room.  Batane  Gas  and  elec¬ 
tric  lights  have  been  installed.  A 
Training  Union  has  been  organised, 
as  well  as  a  W.  M.  S.  and  a  Brother¬ 
hood,  and  the  Sunday  School  has 
been  reorganized.  A  Vacation  Bible 
School  has  been  held  each  year  and 
a  midweek  prayer  service  meets  week¬ 
ly.  The  chrurch  has  the  EVERY  FAM¬ 
ILY  Plan  of  the  Baptist  Record,  is  in 
the  Ministers  Retirement  and  gives 
20  per  cent  to  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram. 

Macedonia  Church  is  making  plans 
for  building  a  pas  ton  um. 

For  the  past  11  years  Mr.  Talbert 
has  also  pastored  the  Tangtpohoa 
church,  first  serving  1-4  time  and  then 
1-2  time.  During  this  time  there  were 
320  additions.  The  church  now  has 
about  400  members.  Two  annexes  were 
built,  the  church  was  re-roofed  and 
was  painted  twice.  Butane  gas  and 
attic  fans  have  been  Installed.  On 
two  occasions  deacons  were  ordained, 
and  one  preacher  was  ordained.  One 
young  lady  who  is  now  in  college  has 
volunteered  for  missionary  service  and 
smother  of  the  young  people  has  re¬ 
cently  surrendered  for  special  service. 

Tangipohoa  also  has  a  completely 
graded  Sunday  School  and  Training 
Union,  as  well  as  a  W.  M.  S.  and  a 
Brotherhood.  Midweek  prayer  ser¬ 
vices  are  held  regularly  and  Vacation 
Bible  Schools  are  held  annually.  The 
church  has  the  EVERY  FAMILY  Plan 
and  the  Baptist  Record,  and  is  in  the 
Ministers  Retirement  plan.  Twenty  per 
cent  Is  given  to  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  and  a  fund  has  been  set  aside 
for  building  a  pastorium.  The  budget 
is  operated  on  a  sound  financial  plan.

BIBLES  FOR  THE  WORLD 

By  C.  E.  Bryant 

The  American  Bible  8oclety,  the 
largest  and  strongest  of  the  Bible 
publication  agencies,  held  the  annual 
meeting  of  its  Advisory  Council  in 
New  York  in  early  December.  .  Dr. 
Luther  J.  Holcomb,  pastor  of  Dallas' 
Lakewood  Church,  and  I  were  Invited 
to  represent  Southern  Baptists  at 
the  sessions. 

We  discovered  that  the  magnificent 
eight -story  Bible  House  at  460  Park 
Avenue  In  New  York  City  is  but  the 
hub  of  a  wheel  which  encircles  the 
globe.  We  discovered  that  the  Society’s 
work  includes  translation  of  the  scrip¬ 
tures  Into  hundreds  of  languages  and 
dialects,  some  of  which  have  never 
before  been  reduced  to  a  written  form. 

It  includes  typesetting  and  plate 
making  for  the  scriptures  In  these 
tongues,  and  thousands  of  hours  of 
press  work  and  binding.  It  Includes  a 
knowledge  of  International  law  and 
International  commerce  to  gain  per¬ 
mission  for  entrance  of  the  scriptures 
into  lands  where  the  Word  has  never 
been  before  It  Includes  scores  of  of¬ 
fices  and  print  shops  In  many  lands 
and  thousands  of  colporteurs  who  trek 
mile  upon  mile  In  all  the  nations  to 
•ell  and  otherwise  distribute  to  little 
people  In  out-of-the-way  places.  Amid 
all  this  detail,  one  is  most  Impressed 
by  the  sincere  devotion  of  the  men 
who  make  up  the  Society’s  home  of¬ 
fice  personnel. 

Millions  of  the  scriptures  are  given 
away,  but  the  distribution  Is  done  with 
great  car^Ahat  none  will  be  wasted. 
And  In  other  thousands  of  cases,  the 
Bibles  are  sold  so  that  the  owner  will 
have  the  pride  of  earned  possession— 
but  the  isles  price  In  lands  of  low 
wage  standards  U  never  more  than  a 
bare  fraction  of  the  cost  of  production. 

Th  Bible  Society  is  stepping  up  Us 
pace  the  next  few  years  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  Program  of  Advance 
planned  by  mission  boards  of  practi¬ 
cally  all  denominations.  Plans  are 
made  to  publish  In  a  five  year  period 
59.712  081  copies  of  the»scrlptures.  a 
program  estimated  to  cost  $11,888,484. 

Cost  of  the  advance  program,  as 
are  all  costs  of  the  Bible  Society,  must 
be  met  by  gifts  from  Christian  Indi¬ 
viduals  and  groups  here  In  America. 
Southern  Baptists,  through  their  local 
churches,  are  one  of  the  chief  sources 
of  this  support.  Indications  are  that 
Southern  Baptist  contributions  to  the 
Society  will  total  $110,000  for  1948  A 
total  of  $150,000  Is  needed  from  8outh- 
*  em  Baptists  In  1949  for  launching  of 
the  advance  program.  This  Is  an 
Increase  of  38  per  cent.  The  cause  Is 
worthy  and  vital;  we  commend  It  to 
you.
